How much value is there in

Olio '-measure pending in 
the Congress -Ay lik-hrl he Pres- 
ident lias failed to luejilde on 
any list or "must" legislation 
bears the .description' "Free- 
dom of Information.'* The 
measure (lilt, 5017) is spon- 
sored by Congressman Donald 
Rumsfeld iH: Illinois). Similar 
bills* have been- proposed by 
other Members of the United' 
States and House. 

In short, the pending bill 
declares that facts in the pos- 
session of Federal officials 
and agencies constitute in- 
formation to 'which the pub- 
lic is entitled, This apparent 
right of the public does not in- 
clude Information such as (ill 
-faots-whiclt -must- remaiu_se-. 
cret in the interest of na- 
tional security, ll.i trade se- 
crets and confidential infor- 
mation . received— from— I he 
public/ and (el F.B.I, files jfrjd 
other investigatory in forma- 
:t|ion. 

In order to put teeth in the 
proposal, any person who is 
denied access to such -politic 
information is given the right 
to obtain an order in a Fed- 
eral court to .force production 
of such records or informa- 
tion. 

The need for this legisla- 
tion has been demonstrated 
in reports o" congressional 
committees over the past ten' 
years S. For example, in 1902 
>a House Government Opera 
lions Committee investigated 
a refusal by the Agency for 
International DovelopmentJn 
produce records and files 
■whioh-disclosed-tha t steel and 
cement supplied through U. S. 
foreign aid had helped Com- 
munist Russia build a hospi- 
tal in Cambodia. The Con- 
gross had forbade any such 
transfers to the Soviets. .In 
addition, the Cambodians had 
no knowledge that American 
taxpayers were contributing 
to the construction of the hos- 
pital. 

The A.l.D. official who dis- 
closed the facts to the Con- 
gress was .downgraded and 
finally forced out of the 
State Department. Mean- 
while, another A.l.D. official 
who was responsible for con- 
cealing! his misuse of foreign 
aid materials has 'continued 
to make progres'slh the State 
Department, 

. Other misuse and improper 
diversion or foreign aid funds 
in Korea. Laos, Brazil,; Peru 
and elsewhere have been sys- 
tematically concealed ;from 
public scrutiny .by refusal to 
produce information concern- 
ing such' misconduct. 

More ' recently, congres- 
sional attention has been di- 
rected toward I he conceal- 
ment by the Department of 
Defense of information, con- 
cerning our military prepar- 
edness—and information per- 
taining to conditions and 
events in Vietnam. These re- 
cent incidents of concealment 
and • misrepresentation have 
been denominated the "cred- 
ibility gap"' or Hie "confi- 
dence gap." 

These expressions are des- 
criptive of the growing unre- 
liability of information ema- 
nating from- the Department 
of Defense and the entire 
Executive Branch of the Gov- 
ernment. The withholding of 
information from . the Con- 
gress and from the public is 
claimed under a device called 
"Executive privilege." The 
existence of any such privi- 
lege is to be questioned. 
There certainly is no constitu- 
tional or statutory authority 
granting. of ficials in the Exec- 
utive Branch of Government 
tho-right-to-witholdJiiformai 
tion of public interest. 

The subject has developed 
recently in Washington to the 
point where. officials arc re- 
ported to he fearful of Presi-
